Earlier yesterday, Hoffman 
had met witli the ministers of 
Foreign Affairs and Energy to 
discuss the political as well as 
the environmental and practical 
sides of the project. 

The guest, accompanied by 
Rashnd Qabisi. Director of the 
Data Bank at the organization, 
is also scheduled to meet with 
related Jordanian institutions 
and experts. The Ashkaf is part 
of a global network of stations, 
51 of which are to be in the 
Middle East. These centers 
monitor nuclear tests and send 
the data collected For analysis at 
the data center in Geneva 
through a computerized system 
of communications. 

“The organization, in turn, 
Informs Its member states of 
the results," Hoffman stated.

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YEMEN PROBES DEATH 
THREAT SENT FROM BRITAIN

SANAA IAFP) — Yemen security 
forces were investigating 
Saturday the origins of a collec- 
tive death threat to US and British 
families in the Arab state sent 
from London, police said. 

The vitriolic message was 
received at the offices ofa Yemeni 
newspaper widely read by the 
expatriate community in Yemen 
and was signed by “Army of 
Suicidals Group 66, Ben Laden 
Militant Wing” 

The message, addressed to 
women and children, threatens 
US and British families with 
“anthrax attacks" If they stay in 
Yemen beyond a 276-hour ultima- 
tum. which ends at 4 p.m. local 
time on Feb. 27. 

“Pack up and go home... get 
out of this land which has nothing 
to offer you but hatred and vio- 
lence... take your filthy husbands 
with you or else their rotten 
corpses will be shipped out to 
you in coffins," the message said. 

“We’ll make you pay for every 
drop of Arab and Muslim blood 
you shed since the crusades... 


Your desecrating of Muslim 
sacred soils will not be tolerated,” 
the message added. 

The newspaper told AFP the 
fax came from London, but it was 
still not dear who was behind the 
warning. 

The group which sent the mes- 
sage is previously unknown and 
purports to have links to Osama 
Ben Laden, the Saudi dissident 
suspected of orchestrating a 
series of terrorist attacks. 

Ben Laden, who is of Yemeni 
origin, has been linked by the 
United States to the US embassy 
bombings in east Africa last year 
and other terrorist attacks on 
western interests in places like 
Saudi Arabia. 

“Have you forgotten the jihad 
[holy war| attacks in Saudi and 
Kenya?” the message’s first sen- 
tence reads. 

Investigators were trying to 
dieck any possible involvement 
of London-based Islamic fire- 
brand Abu Hamza Al Masrl, 
whose extradition has been 
requested by Sanaa to face 


chaiges of terrorism, the sources 
said. 

Yemen has alleged that Abu 
Hamza sent a group of Britons 
and Algerians, currently on trial, 
to the southern port city of Aden 
to bomb a series of targets, 
including a church and the British 
consulate there. 

Hamza is also accused of hav- 
ing links with the head ofa group 
of Islamic fundamentalists who 
kidnapped a group of Western 
tourists in Yemen in December. 

He has urged Westerners to 
avoid Yemen, warning they faced 
the threat of further attacks. 

There arc as many as 500 
British nationals resident in 
Yfcmcit, although an embassy 
spokesman earlier said the num- 
ber Is likely to have fallen follow- 
ing a rash of kidnappings in 
recent months. 

A spokesman for the US 
embassy in Sanaa dedined to 
comment on any specific threat 
and said there were no official fig- 
ures for the number of US nation- 
als in Yemen. 


BRITISH SUSPECT SAYS HE WAS HUNG 
UPSIDE DOWN BY YEMENI POLICE 


ADEN (AP> — A British citizen on 
trial for plotting terrorist acts in 
temen told a court Saturday that 
he was lumg upside clown by secu- 
rity forces who interrogated him. 

“I was hanging head down in a 
cell while l was being questioned 
by interrogators,” Molisen Ghalain, 
18. said. 

Ttoo other defendants. Britons 
Malik Nasser Harhra and Samad 
Ahmad, also have claimed in court 
that they were tortured by tlieir 
interrogators. 

The three are among die 10 
British and French citizens being 
tried on charges of associating with 
armed groups, plotting murder and 
destruction, and possessing 
weapons. 

All 10 have been linked to 
Islamic radicals who kidnapped 16 
Westerners in December, four of 
whom died in a shootout when 
%neni security forces sought to 


resale the hostages. 

During the hearing. Harhm and 
Ahmad acknowledged that written 
statements presented to the court 
by the prosecution were theirs bur 
said they were incomplete. 

“They are missing a number of 
pages,” said Haihra, 26. 

Ahmad, 21. had a similar 
response when he was questioned. 

The court ordered the prosecu- 
tion to present the missing pages 
during the next hearing on 
Tuesday.

BAHRAIN MAY TRY PROMINENT OPPOSITION LEADER 


DUBAI (DW) — A Bahraini opposi- 
tion group said Saturday the gov- 
ernment of Bahrain will begin a 
secret trial of a prominent Muslim 
Shiite figure today before the State 
Security Court. 

The London-based Bahrain 
Fteedom Mcwement said in a state- 
ment received in Dubai that a spe- 
cial courtroom has been set up in 
Jaw Prison for die first session of 
the trial against Shiite opposition 
leader Abdul Amir Mansur Al Jamri. 

The group said the Bahraini 
authorities are Ignoring calls for an 
open and fair trial. The trial will be 
conducted by the Stare Security 
Court, said die group. 

The State Security Court was 
created to conduct speedy opposi- 


tion-related trials. The courts ver- 
dict cannot be appealed, 

A Bahraini government source

" MUBARAK MEETS ARAFAT 
FOR TALKS ON PALESTINIAN STATE 


CAIRO (DPA) — Egyptian President 
Hosnl Mubarak met on Saturday with 
Palestinian National Authority (PNA) 
President Yasser Arafat for talks on 
Palestinian intentions to dedare an 
independent state in May after the 
expiry of the 1993 Oslo peace deal 
signed with Israel. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Amr 
Mussa, who attended the talks 
between Mubarak and Arafat, said that 
intensive, behind the scenes discus- 
sions were taking place among Egypt, 
Palestinians, Jordan and the United 
Slates concerning the declaration of a 
Palestinian state, 

Israel and the United States have 
both announced that they would 
oppose a unilateral declaration of a 
state by Palestinians, saying that this is 
a topic which should be determined 
through negotiations. 

Israel has also threatened to annex 
Palestinian self-rule territories in case 
of taking such action. 

Asked whether Arafat still insisted 
on declaring the state on May 4 
despite expected obstacles, Mussa 
responded, "Yes, I believe so." 

The Egyptian minister, who said 
there was no question concerning the 


right of the Palestinians to have their 
own state, stated, however, that dis- 
cussions were taking place on the 
intended date to declare it. 

Several news reports indicated that 
Arafat might be ready to postpone the 
declaration of the state in order not to 
increase the support of right-wing 
Israeli Prime Minister Benyamin 
Neranyahu in upcoming Israeli elec- 
tions of May 17. 

“The issue open for discussion is 
only the date of the declaration of the 
state, but there is no discussion on this 
right and that a state must be estab- 
lished," Mussa told reporters after the 
one-hour talks between Mubarak and 
Arafat. Arafat arrived in Cairo on Friday 
on his way back to Gaza from Italy 
where lie met European officials for 
similar talks on the declaration of the 
state. He immediately left to Gaza after 
meeting Mubarak without speaking to 
rejjorters. Concerning Egypt’s stand on 
Arafat's recent request to create a con- 
federation withjordan, Mussa support- 
ed Amman's stand, saying tliar any talk 
on this issue should come after the cre- 
ation of the Palestinian state and that 
any confederation should be between 
two independent countries.

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EU TROIKA MEETS 
WITH ERITREAN PRESIDENT 
OVER WAR WITH ETHIOPIA 

ASMARA (AFP) — EU mediators met here Saturday with Eritrean 
President Issaias Afeworki and other top officials seeking a peace- 
ful resolution to the border war between Eritrea and Ethiopia. 

The team representing the troika - past, present and future pres- 
idents of the European Union - comprises German Deputy Foreign 
Minister Ludger Volmer, Austrian Deputy Foreign Minisrer Benin 
Ferrero-Wadmer and Finnish Ambassador to Egypt Aap» Mho. 

Diplomats said the EU team were not planning to make any pub- 
lic statements on their talks, but an Austrian diplomat said 
Thursday that they would reaffirm Europe's "total support" for a 
peace plan proposed by the Organization of African Unity IOAU) in 
November. The OAU plan has stalled on a demand that Eritrea first 
withdraw its troops from territory rhey occupied when the conflict 
first flared in May last year.

The OAU’s 1 1 -point plan calls for Eritrean troops ro 
withdraw from positions they occupied at the start of the conflict 
in May last year, the deployment for six months of a peacekeeping 
and ubserver force, and neutral delineation of the ill-defined bor- 
der. Eritrea has reserved its response to the proposals since Jail. 26 
when it received clarifications it had sought on two points.

IRAQ REPULSED A GROUND

TURKS BOMB PKK CAMPS IN IRAQ, DROP

DUBAI (AFP) — Iraq claimed on 
Saturday it had repulsed a 
ground attack by opposition 
forces front Iranian territory 
during the US-Britisli air war in 
December. 

Vice President Taha Yassin 
Ramadan said in an interview 
with the United Arab Emirates' 
Al Kiialeej daily that Iraqi oppo- 
sition troops entered the south 
of Iraq on Dec. 18, the second 
day of missile strikes. 

He said the plan was for "the 
Americans and British to lead 
intensive aerial raids and under 
this cover, ground troops sup- 
posedly from the opposition 
were to enter Iraqi soil, 
because the Americans did not 
want to sacrifice their soldiers," 
Ramadan said. 

"On the first day of the 
aggression, they attacked ail 
the vital installations to isolate 


the south from the center: com- 
munications, television and 
radio,” he said. 

"On the second day. US 
planes dropped notes to the 
army, telling the soldiers: ‘If you 
don't fight against civilians, we 
will hot attack you,' because 
they expected civilian demon- 
strations," he added. 

“Those who call themselves 
the Islamic opposition entered 
from Iran. When they crossed 
the border, some gave them- 
selves up when rhey saw the 
security situation, some fled, 
and others were killed," 
Ramadan said. 

He said the Iraqi authorities 
had "taken precautions because 
we knew they would try to 
carry out this plan through 
those who have lived far from 
Iraq for years," he said. 

Ramadan also said there was 


a similar plan to infiltrate 
troops into northern Iraq, 
towards "Mosul, Kirkuk and 
other towns." Bur he did not 
say if there had actually been 
troop 'incursions. 

An AFP photographer visited 
southern Iraq on Dec. 20. Fie 
reported it looked like a mili- 
tary base, with heavy concen- 
trations of soldiers and armed 
tribesmen in and around the 
southern port city of Basra.

LAHORE (AFP) — Indian Prime Minister Atai 
Beliari Vajpayee called for a new era of rela- 
tions with Pakistan on Saturday as he 
arrived for summir talks after an historic 
cross-border bus ride. 

Vajpayee was greeted by a smiling 
Pakistani Prime Minister Nawaz Sharif as he 
disembarked from a special gold-coloured 
bus after passing through the Wagah bor- 
der crossing here. 

The two premiers then flew by helicopter 
to nearby Lahore, where they embarked on 
a first round of talks in the heavily-guarded 
Governor House. A second round will be 
held Sunday. 

A massive security operation, involving 
5,000 police and special paramilitary 
forces, had been launched in the city to 
check protests by thousands of Moslem 
militants opposed to the talks. 

“I am conscious that this is a defining 
moment in South Asian history and I hope 
we can rise to the challenge Vajpayee said 
after stepping from the bus for the first 
visit to Pakistan by an Indian premier in 10 
years. 

“My message to the people of Pakistan is 
short and simple: put aside the bitterness 
of the past. Let us work together, let us 
make a new beginning ." 


Vajpayee, who was given a 1 9-gun salute, 
spoke of a "sense of etarion" at finding him- 
self on Pakistani soil. 

He had boarded the coach in the north 
Indian Sikh holy city of Amritsar for the 
inaugural ran of the first cross-border bus 
service. 

Vajpayee and Sharif shook hands and 
embraced warmly in a festive atmosphere 
before retiring for informal one-on-one 
talks in a nearby border post. 

Following their brief discussions, they 
emerged for a formal welcoming ceremony 
with a special guard of honour. 

After the brief fight to Lahore, the two 
premiers were greeted at Governor House 
by some 50 protestors from the Jammu and 
Kashmir Liberation Front (JKLF), the main 
separatist group fighring Indian forces in 
Indian-controlled Kashmir. 

The JKLF has slammed Sharif's invitation 
to Vajpayee as a sell-out of the Moslem 
secesionist struggle in Kashmir. 

Earlier Saturday, activists from Pakistan's 
main Islamic party - the jamaat-i-lslami who 
are also bitterly opposed to the summit 

- took to the streets of Lahore, blocking 
roads, attacking vehicles and stoning shop 
windows. 

Police officials said one officer 


was 


injured in a brief exchange of gunfire 
between police and protestors near 
Sliarifs private residence in Lahore. 

The mood contrasted with the large 
crowds who lined the route from Amritsar 
to the Wagah border to cheer Vajpayee's 
entourage. 

The talks have raised hopes of genuine 
progress towards improving relations, 
which have witnessed three wars in their 
bitter 50-year history.The need to resolve 
outstanding disputes, especially the crucial 
Issue of Kashmir, has acquired a new 
urgency since the two countries conducted 
tit-for-tat nuclear tests in May. 

Both are under international pressure to 
sign the Comprehensive Tesr Ban Treaty 
and to make progress over Kashmir, where 
25 people have died in the Indian side since 
Friday as Moslem militants launched 
attacks to protest the trip. 

Analysts have warned the symbolism of 
Vajpayee's visit may far outweigh the sub- 
stance. with both sides negotiating from 
deeply entrenched positions dug during 
decades of animosity. 

Following the first round of talks in 
Governor House, Vajpayee was scheduled 
to attend a banquet hosted by Sharif in 
Lahore's hisroric Red Fort.

“Five persons died on the spot and eight others 
were wounded, of whom two succumbed to their injuries 
in the district hospital* Inspector-General Kuldip Khoda 
told The Associated Press. The militants were armed with 
automatic assault rifles and started firing indiscriminately 
on the guests in the house of the host Ravinder Sliarma, lie 
said. 

Police threw a cordon around the village as investigators 
searched for the attackers around the village, a three-kilo- 
meter walk from the nearest mountainous road in a thickly 
forested area dose to India's disputed border with neigh- 
bor Pakistan. No militant group immediately daimed 
responsibility for the attack.

INMATE IN 36 YEARS 


LUCASVILLE (DPA) — A convicted murderer who 
requested execution got his wish Friday, becom- 
ing the first inmate executed in the Midwestern 
state in 36 years, when authorities injected him 
with a lethal brew of chemicals. 

Wilford Lee Berry Jr. died Friday night at 
Southern Ohio Correctional Facility after eating a 
special meal earlier in the afternoon, officials 
said.

CHICAGO (AFP) - Death penalty foes rejoiced 
here Saturday after the Illinois Supreme Court 
quashed the conviction of a death-row inmate 
because of insufficient evidence. 

In its ruling issued in the Illinois capital of 
Springfield Friday, the state supreme court 
reversed the death penalty conviction against 50- 
year-old Steven Smith for the 1985 killing of an 
assistant prison warden outside a Chicago bar. 

Smith, who had twice been convicted for the 
slaying and cannot be tried again, thus will become 
the 11th Illinois death-row inmate to be set free 
since the death penalty was reinstated in this 
Midwestern state in 1977. 

Earlier this month, Anthony Porter, a father or 
seven who spent 16 years on death row and was 
nearly executed last September, was freed after 
authorities determined he had been wrongfully 
convicted for a 1982 double murder to which 
another man confessed. 

The court did not declare Smith Innocent but 
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execution despite Berry's repeated requests for 
death, saying lie was not mentally competent to 
waive sentence appeals. Ohio's attorney general, 
however, told the cutirt Berry was competent, on 
assessment reached earlier by several courts. 

The Supreme Court rejected the appeal Friday 
afternoon. 

Berry consistently said for years that he pre- 
ferred being executed to spending his life in 
prison. Ohio is one of 38 states with the death 
penalty, which the state rcinstituted in 1981. 
Berry's execution was the first in the state since 
1963, and the 18th this year in the United States.

The standards, if adopted in their cunenr form, 
would cover some two million American work- 
places out or the total six million. However, 
substantial revisions are expected before the 
roles are in place, which could happen by late 
2000. Jeffress said.

BAGHDAD (AP) — Despite doldrums in oil markets, foreign 
oil firms are approaching Iraq to negotiate deals to develop 
oil fields, a senior Iraqi oil'official said Saturday. 

Among those interested are French oil companies whose 
talks with the government are “at a very advanced stage." 
Fa'iz Shaheen, the oil ministry’s senior undersecretary, was 
quoted as saying by the official Iraqi News Agency. 

He did not elaborate. France's two oil giants, Elf and Total, 
reopened their offices in Baghdad last year to pursue nego- 
tiations on developing giant fields in southern Iraq with 
reserves of up to 30 billion barrels. 

Shaheen said that besides the French, “numerous foreign 
oil companies are negotiating to develop a number of oil 
fields or set up oil industrial projects.’ 1 He said Iraq was 
opening up its Western desert for exploration by foreign 
firms. He gave no details. 

Oil ministry experts privately say the desert, extending 
from Baghdad to the Jordanian, Saudi and Syrian borders, 
holds billions of barrels of oil in reserves. 

They say the desert, comprising almost one-fourth of 
Iraq's 434,924-sqiinre-kilomctcr area has not yet been fully 
explored. 

Both Russia and China have already signed deals to devel- 
op fields in southern Iraq. The contracts, however, cannot 
become effective until UN economic sanctions, imposed on 
Iraq for invading Kuwait in 1990, are lifted. Officially, Iraq 
puts its reserves at 112 hillion barrels, the world's second 
largest after Saudi Arabia. 

Experts say the cost nf extracting a barrel of crude nil in 
Iraq is less than in most oil producing commies in the 
world. 

They say that even at current global oil prices of about 
S 10 a barrel, the profit margin will he in the range ul'S8 per 
barrel. 



BEIRUT [API — Lebanon has secured loans totalling S 540 
million in the international money market to relieve its 
strained economy, Finance Minister George Conn announced 
Friday. 

Corm told a news conference the loans would be in the 
form of a Euro bond issue worth euros 300 million and $ 200 
million. The issue ends March 2004 with an interest rate of 
7.25 percent. 

Corm said the Euro tranche of the loan is the first in the 
European Union's single currency, which was launched in 
January. 

At 7.25 percent, the interest rate was the lowest for simi- 
lar deals sought by other countries, whose interest rates can 
reach as high as I \ percent, he said. Nearly 80 percent of the 
issue has been taken by Lebanese banks and Lebanese 
Investors abroad. The rest went to foreign Investors. 

“This, and the fact that most of the bond issue has been 
snapped up, reflect Lebanon's credibility in the world mar- 
kets,” Corm said, trying to allay fears about the future of the 
economic reforms. launched by former Prime Minister Rafik 
Hariri. 

Hariri's government, which launched a multibillion dollar 
postwar reconstruction plan, had been criticized for build- 
ing up national debts of nearly $18 billion. 

Hariri resigned Following the election in October of a new 
president of the republic. 

A new Cabinet headed by Salim Hoss, a U.S.-educated 
economist, succeeded his government last December. 

Hoss has said he wanted to initiate an austerity plah to 
help narrow the state budget deficit. 

To reassure Lebanese and foreign investors Hoss promised 
not to alter the reconstruction project but said he planned 
to set hew spending priorities within the available 
resources.

BEIRUT RACECOURSl 
FACED WITH CLOSUl 


BEIRUT (APP) — Fifteen years 
of civil war couldn’t do it. 
Israeli bombs couldn't do it, 
but now Lebanon's economic 
crisis looks as if it could final- 
ly close the book on Beirut's 
o nce-prestigious 
Hippodrome. 

The Association for the 
Preservation of the Arabian 
Horse (ACARPA), a non-profit 
organization which has been 
running the track since 1969 
on behalf of the Beirut 
municipality, has told the 
government it wilt have ro 
close next month if more 
money is not forthcoming. 
The racecourse, once visited 
by monarchs and heads of 
state such as Iran's shah and 
the king of Greece, gallanrly 
kept going even after 
Lebanon slid into violence. 
Erected 75 years ago on a 
21.000-hectare plot donated 
to the municipality by the 
Ottoman governor before 
World War l, it lay on the 
green line separating warring 
militias during the 1975-1990 
civil war. 

Nevertheless, racing contin- 
ued to take place intermit- 
tently during shortly- 


observed ceasefires in the 
midst ol the civil strife. 

It llnally c.une in a stop in 
1982 due to the Israeli inva- 
sion that burned nearby pine 
woods and destroyed track 
equipment, administrative 
buildings, stables and the 
15,000 terraced seats. 

Veteran race-goer Faronq 
Nassar, former Associated 
Press bureau chief in Beirut, 
still recalls how US special 
envoy Philip Habib negotiat- 
ed a five-hour truce in 1982 
to evacuate 350 horses, 
which were caughr between 
two fires for several days 
without water and food. 

With the return of peace. 
ACARPA gradually rebuilt the 
track and races resumed, but 
cut to only half their pre-war 
level: eight races every 

Sunday instead ol 16 over the 
weekend. 

It is not only the ravages of 
war and attempts to repair 
them that have undermined 
the finances of the 
Hippodrome, hut also a more 
recent phenomenon: illegal 
gambling. Gamblers can win 
live limes more from illegal 
bets, losing ACAKI'A S22.U00

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PERILS OF THE 
ONE-MAN BAND 


T hey are the luminaries of the investment 
world; gurus whose opinions are eagerly lis- 
tened to; stock pickers who seem to have a 
(rfidas touch. But Alexander Garrett says there 
may be risks in placing your money with a 'star' 
fund manager. 

They are the luminaries of the investment 
world; gums whose opinions are eagerly listened 
to; stock pickers who seem to have a Midas 
touch. 

Their names are uttered with reverence by 
financial advisers and. on their achievements, the 
reputations of investment companies can be 
founded. To the private investor, they hold out 
the prospect of having a genius looking after your 
money - albeit one you are unlikely ever to meet. 
But is there a risk in placing your money with a 
star fund manager? Are you staking too much on 
one person who could quit, fall under a bus, or 
simply go off the boll? 

Few fund managers have ever become house- 
hold names, although a few have come close, 
including Jihi Slater, Warren Buffett and George 
Soros. Nevertheless, a number of management 
groups have recently focused their marketing 
efforts on individuals. Societe Generale capital- 
ized on the celebrity of Nicola Horiick; Templeton 
published advertising which portrayed its emerg- 
ing markets guru Mark Mobius as a kind of 
Indiana Jones stalking disasters around the glohe; 


and jayesh Manek founded an investment group 
on the strength of the publicity he received for 
winning a Sunday Times investment competition. 

Then there are the fund managers who are 
acknowledged by their peers - such as William 
Littlewood of Jupiter, Neil Wood ford at Perpetual 
and Anthony Bolton at Fidelity. By establishing an 
outstanding track record they have built huge 
funds, but have brought enormous responsibility 
upon their own shoulders. 

Woodford, for example, is manager of 
Perpetual's High Income Fund, with US dollars 
3.5 billion in its coffers. He says he has the final 
word on every investment deci- 
sion made by the fund, but is f'UE'l 

"accountable to my peers and t| J.VT^ 
to the board". || \ \ \\ \ i 

He says that if he was out of 
the office, on holiday or sick, and 
a situation cropped up demand- 
ing immediate action, one of Ills colleagues 
would know what to do. Rut. he adds, such even- 
tualities are rare. 

While Perpetual gives its fund managers a lot 
of individual power, other groups, such ns 
Schroders, adopt a less personality-driven 
approach. At Scottisli Value Management, 
founder Colin McLean personally runs the flag- 
ship Scottish Value Tnist. “1 work with six col- 
leagues on the investment side, and that team is 
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involved in all our stock decisions," he says. 
There Is a manager for each fund but they share 
their research freely. "Others deal in my Absence,” 
McLean says. "Any investment decision has the 
involvement of at least two people." 

At Credit Suisse, head of equities Bill Mott has 
gone one step further. Mott, who used to run all 
five of the company's UK funds, brought In and 
trained a team of understudies to take over the 
day- to-day running of the funds. "We've tried to 
evolve the business from being a one-man show." 
he says. "Now 1 set the strategy - 1 still have input 
into investment decisions, but 
others choose the day-to-day 
tactics." 

Molt says there is some 
danger in allowing fund man- 
agers to develop too much of 
a high profile. “It's easy for an 
individual to get carried away with a paiticular 
stock, for example," he says. “And it can be a 
lonely game managing a huge portfolio." 

The Jupiter Income l-'uncl managed by William 
Littlewood has just breached the pounds Ibn (US 
dollars l.6bn| barrier - it had pounds 3m (US dol- 
lars 5m) million when lie rook over in January 
1991. Steve Glynn, Jupiter's sales and marketing 
manager, says that since Liulewood took over, 
the fund has achieved a higher return than any 
other unit trust in any sector, but its success is 
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down to ream effort. "We have a vast team of UK 
fund managers,” he says, "and although they 
make their own decisions, they meet every day 
before the market opens. We have four or five 
companies who visit us every day, and most ol 
the fund managers join in, but they each take a 
slightly different message out." 

Littlewood says that if he were to leave, any 
one of a dozen colleagues could step into his 
place. In the event, Jupiter's managers arc 
encouraged to stay by a share scheme - pul in 
place when it was taken over by Commerzbank 
two years ago * which places 25 per cent of its 
shares in the hands of employees. 

The biggest challenge facing Star Fund man- 
agers is to keep delivering the goods, especially 
once their funds bee nine so huge that their hold- 
ings of individu.il shares are much larger, and 
therefore more difficult m buy and sell quickly. 

Rut ns people become more sophisticated in 
their understanding of investment, it is likely 
they will want in know more about the people 
looking after their money. 

But, as Perpetual's Woodford puts it: “We have 
:tUU,0On unit- holders in Perpetual High Income, 
so unlur innately I can’t spend my whole time 
talking to them. If I did. I would have no time to 
invest their money." 


GUCCI BOSS STILL 
INTERESTED 
IN TAKE-OVER 

PARIS (AFP) — Gucci boss Domenico de Sole said 
Saturday he was still open to negotiations with Bernard 
Arnault, his counterpart in the French luxury goods 
group LVMH, over a possible take over of his firm. 

In an interview with the French daily Liberation, de 
Sole said that Moet Hennessy Louis Viiitton, which owns 
34.4 percent of Gucci, would have to pay the right price 
if it wants control of the Italian fashion house. 

Otherwise, “given that LVMH is our direct competitor, 
should at least formulate a clear, transparent agree- 
ment which is legally valid and guarantees the autono 
my of the Gucci company” de Sole said. 

The Gucci chief said he had put both suggestions to 
LVMH, but as it had rejected them, “there was no other 
choice but to protect his firm's independence. Gucd 
said Thursday it would create up to 37 million new 
shares in a bid to outvote LVMH, which Is the company': 
biggest shareholder. De Sole said he had the support offl 
the staff, suppliers and independent shareholders in ere 
ating a "united front" that should be enough to keep 
LVMH off the board. LVMH immediately said It would 
fight the share issue "with all the means at Its disposal 
adding that it was ''amazed'' by what it said was Gucci': 
unilateral decision to break off talks about a seat on the 
board. 

LVMH last week asked Gucci to convene a special 
shareholders’ meeting to approve appointing an LVMH 
nominee, Umberto Guida, to the Gucci board, making it 
dear it intended to take an active interest In the running 
company. Gucd replied that the presence of an 
LVMH nominee on the board "would present a serious 
conflict oflnterest." Financial analysts said Gucci's fight- 
back would reduce LVMH's shareholding, to around 20 
Percent, adding that the French giant would need at 
, ,east 15 billion francs (2.5 billion dollars, 2.3 billion 
^ uros ) for complete control of the Italian firm. 


DOW CLOSES 41 POINTS HIGHER 


NEW YORK IAP) — Stock indexes ended the day 
higher but pulled back from substantial gains 
in the final 15 minutes of trading Friday, after 
President Bill Clinton reiterated that Serb lead- 
ers will be "held accountable" if peace talks on 
Kosovo collapse and a NATO bombing cam- 
paign is needed there. 

The Dow Jones industrials ended the day up 
41 .32 points or by 0.4 percent at 9.339.95. but 
a 97-point gain dwindled ro nothing before 
the market picked up again. 

‘ |n a press conference 15 minutes before the 
close of trading. Clinton said U S. military 
planes were ready to assist NATO troops in 
Kosovo if Yugoslav President Slobodan 
Milosevic failed to strike a peace agreement 
with ethnic Albanians by a Saturday deadline. 

Aside from the flurry of activity in the final 
minutes, the stock market was quiet and sta- 
ble for most of the session, with the Dow high

er for most of the day as technology shares 
marked their second day of recovery. 

Hugh Johnson, market strategist at First 
Albany Corp..said the market lacked direction. 
So-called defensive stocks like soft drink and 
drug stocks, which tend to do well during a 
recession, did well Friday- But so did econom- 
ically vulnerable manufacturing stocks, like 
autos and chemicals. 

And financial services stocks rose, despite a 
drop In bond prices that pushed interest rates 
higher. 

"Some event is going to have to come along 
and turn the fence sitters into buyers and sell- 
ers.” Johnson said. “It could be anything" from 
a negative event, such as a further rise in inter- 
est rates, to positive economic developments 
In Japan and throughout Asia.

In this artide. we will visit Kliufu's 
Great Pyramid in Egypt and the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon. 

Towering above the desfrt, near 
the banks of die River Nile, stands tlie 
famous Great Pyramid of Khufu at 
Giza, Egypt. It was built by Lite 
ancient Egyptians neatly 5000 years. 
Tlie Great Pyramid is 756 feet wide, 
450 feet high and is built widi; 
2,300,000 blocks of stone, each aver- 
aging 2 1/2 tons. Until the 19th cen- 
tury, die Great Pyramid was tlie tallest ' 
building on ebrth. Qinendy mote 
than 4500 years old. it is the only 
Ancient Wonder to exist. 

Herodotus of Halicanassus was one 
of die first Greek travelers to mention 
the Pyramids in his book of history, 
visiting them around 450 BC. Tlie 
Great Pyramid was built over decades 
by tens of thousands of oppressed 
slaves. Tlie purpose of die smicture 
is to serve as a tomb for die Pharaoh 
Khufu. 

For many centuries, die Egyptians 
had placed dieir dead Pharaohs in 
intricate tombs, some were above 
.ftround and others were cut in the 
rock below mountains: However, 
they were all buried with untold' Wa- 
sures, which was believed they would 
need In die afteHife; ■ : 

Tliese buried treasures were a rot 
bers paradise. Thieves continued' to 


break into the sacred burial places 
and loot die treasure. No nulierhnw 
clever tire architects became by aeat- 
ing hidden louins, ixissngcways. and 
decoy chambers, the majority of great 
tombs were plundered. 

However, many have suggested 
that the pyramids were not mcani as 
tombs, but rather as an astronomical 
observatory. Tire astronomer Richard 
Ifoxtor observed that the passage- 
ways could have been used to 
observe the transits nf certain stars. 
He also suggested that tlie grand 
gallery, when open at lire rop. dining 
a nisi met ion, eoiikl have been used 
lor mapping the sky. 

Many strange and odd theories 
have been introduced to explain rile 
[Xirpose of the pyramid and die pas- 
sageways. However, most archaeolo- 
gists accept the theory suggesting 
iliac it is a large tomb used for Khufii. 

Our next stop is at lire Hanging 
Gardens of Babylon, which towered 
to hundreds of feet into the air. This 
Wonder has fined people's imagina- 
tion throughout time. The ancient 
city of Babylon, under King 
Nebudiadnezzar II. was a sight to see.

The north wall of 
the Northern Gtadel had already 
been found, and contained stone. 
This made it extremely likely that 
Koldewey discovered the cellar of die 
gardens.

A S SCHEMES for relieving 
world debt go, this is one of 
the most extraordinary. 
Saturday Russia will whittle down 
its debt to Slovakia by giving it a 
place on its latest space mission to 
Mir — for S20 million. 

The cost of the first Slovak cos- 
monaut's flight, which is due to 
blast off this morning, will be met 
from the long-standing St3 billion 
Russian debt which was mainly 
inherited from the Soviet Union. 

But the tme cost of the 10-day 
trip Tor the supersonic fighter pilot 
Ivan Bella, aged 34, is expected to 
rise far above the official figure 
when expenses — considered clas- 
sified information — are taken into 
account. 

Today's mission is the 27th and 
probably the last before die service 
life of the 13-year-okl Mir orbital 
s]>ace station expires. A French 
astronaut is also joining the mis- 
sion at a cost of about dollars 20.G 
million. 

Much of the reason for the 
Slovak participation can be attrib- 
uted to the country's former prime 
minister Vladimir Meciar. During 
his tenure Meciar was accused of 
isolating Slovakia and aligning him- 
self too closely with Russia. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars 
of debt was repaid with military air- 
craft and spare parts, much of 
which, it later transpired, was 
incompatible with Nato arms sys- 
tems. 

Meciar's opponents also warned 
that Slovakia was becoming too 
dependent on Russia for gas. petrol 
and atomic energy. Twenty-three 
joint-venture agreements were 
signed last year alone. 

But the new government of 
Mikulas Dzurinda is keen to shake 
off the Russian yoke and push for 
Slovakia’s entry into Western orga- 
nizations. They view the space trip 
with some embarrassment, but 
also resignation.

“As a 
country which lias close ties with 
Russia, Slovakia will pay less for the 
flight than other countries,” he 
added.

The US government and the

Intel, the world’s largest 
chip-maker, with S26.2 billion 
in sales last year, also identi- 
fied 16 more of its own execu- 
tives and 15 others from out- 
side the company who will 
appear as witnesses.

BOYCOTT THREATS ESCALATE 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) — 
Privacy-rights advocates 
oppose Intel's latest innova- 
tion, a Pentium III micro- 
processor equipped witlt a 
tracking device, despite con- 
cessions by the world's lead- 
ing chip manufacturer. 

Intel announced the intro- 
duction of a processor serial 
number (PSN) in its next gen- 
eration of Pentium chips in 
mid-January. 

The feature — - which can 
be activated by connecting 
to the Internet — makes it 
possible to identify and track 
Internet users as they engage 
in electronic commerce. 

Faced by opposition from 
consumer and privacy 
groups, Intel said it would 
simply disable the feature by 
changing the default setting 
from “on” to “off.” 

But critics insist that the 
function violates their priva- 
cy and should be discarded 
altogether. 

The company has refused 
to take that step, arguing . 
that the serial number pro-' 
teas the confidentiality of 


informal ion exchanged on 
the Inlet net and ensures that 
online transact ions are 
secure. 

“You have In make a trade- 
off between the benefits and 
the privacy concerns," said 
Patrick Gelsiuger, vice presi- 
dent of Intel Corporation. 

“We are really moving in 
the Internet society, where 
our lives will fundamentally 
change niul where new issues 
regarding security |aitd] pri- 
vacy will emerge,” he said. 

“It's a multi-year discus- 
sion that will influence our 
road map," he added. 

For now, Intel’s road map 
includes the Pentium 111 chip 
— serial number and all. 

Meanwhile, three organi- 
zations. including the 
Electronic Privacy 

Information Center (EPIC) 
and Privacy International, 
have called for a boycott of 
Intel products. 

EPIC said the boycott 
would continue until Intel; 
reversed its decision and

Net, after he opened false e-mail accounts

gang-rape lamasies. 

And. while no one in Britain is yet being 
prosecuted for such a crime, the experts 
say tlie problem here is set to escalate as 
the number of people with access to the 
Net. at present just over eight million, spi- 
rals dramatically to half the nation by the 
year 2005. 

David Kerr, chief executive of the 
lixemetWJtch Foundation, the service 
providers’ self-regulatory body, said yes- 
terday: "Were going to see this more and 
more as usage soars." 

The number of internet users has been 
accelerating since some companies derid- 
ed not to charge for use of the Net. Last 
week, Virgin was the latest firm to join the 
fray, offering a free Internet link. The

lire anticipated rise in “cvbei stalking" 
is not just an inevitable outcome or such 
growth but a by-pioducr of new users' 
inexperience. David Kerr said: "Tlie prob- 
lem is. Internet growth is so fast there are 
always more novices than experienced 
usera on the net. and these novices are 
not being taught devices to protect them 
from being exploited." 

For while ' net-heads" are aware that 
they can sei up their computers to pre- 
vent personal information, such as their e- 
mail address, being released indiscrimi- 
nately, most new users are unaware of 
this facility' or even tlie need to use it. 

But they should. For. every' time they 
visit a website, they relinquish their e-mail 
address, which can then be legally passed 


on by the website to other ruin parties 
without their knowledge. If they sol up a 
"home page." nr take pan in a live di':eus- 
sioti in line <il tire Net’s pi nlilei.it trig news 
groups, any individual can glean their 
address just by installing «i program which 
trawls the Internet for it. 

"Tlie net is far less anonymous than 
everyone presumes," said David Kerr. "If 
you browse on any website, your e-mail 
address can be traced with the dick ol a 
billion." 

In many cases, the ensuing messages 
are just unsolicited junk mail, but this can 
often turn sinister. 

The risk of harassment intensifies if the 
user enters a chat room since the period 
of time spent there gives potential stalk- 
ers the opportunity to gain e-mail 
addresses.

Delibes was a Paris choirboy who attended 
the Paris Conservatory at the age of 12 and 
won his first job as a church organist at 17. 
hie went on to compose operettas and bal- 
lets before dying in his fifties in 1891. 

His ballet "Sylvia" influenced 
Tchaikovsky's ballets, and even the trio sec- 
tion of the waltz movement in the 5th 
Symphony. Tchaikovsky would larer say he 
liked Delibes better than Brahms. ..and later 
on Stravinsky would also indicate he thought 
Delibes was underrated.

George brushed the bar as she swept 
over the world record height in the pole 
vault and, despite a slight wobble, it 
remained in position to the delight of the 
7,000 crowd. 

Her Russian-born rival Tatiana 
Grigorieva finished second with 4.30m 
after failing at 4.40m. 

George's old world record was 4.59m 
set in Brisbane last year. 

“Obviously last year when Maurice ran 
9.99 into a headwind I knew that the 


track was fast," Fredericks said. 

“So I wanted to come here ready to per- 
form.

IOC TO PROBE 
FRESH CORRUPTION 
ALLEGATIONS 


LONDON (R) — • Olympic lead- 
ers are expected to discuss 
fresh allegations of corruption 
against IOC members implicat- 
ed in the Salt Lake City bribery 
scandal this weekend. 

An International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) ad-hoc com- 
mittee, investigating members 
accused of breaking rules on 
taking gifts from Salt Lake 
before it won a vote in 1 995 to 
host the 2002 Winter Games, 
will hold a global conference 
call, IOC officials said on Friday. 

Tlte committee, led by 
Canadian Dick Pound, has 
already recommended that a 
meeting of all IOC members on 
March 17 and 18 should expel 
tfive members for their actions 
in the biggest bribery scandal 
to hit the movement. 

A further four have already 
resigned. 

Pound’s group is presently 
studying allegations against 
more members which were 
published in a report by a Salt 
Lake ethics committee earlier 
this month. A total of 24 of the 
IOC’s 115 members have now 
been implicated in the scandal. 

The committee must decide 
whether the fresh allegations 
merit ! the same kind of tough 
action which the IOC too|c after 
it conducted its own investiga- 


tion.

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RUSSIAN SATAN 1ST CULT OR 

INNOCENT VICTIMS OF WITCHHUNT? f

T HERE are two terrifying 
accounts of the nightmare 
haunting Severo Zadonsk, 
o small industrial town a 
few hours drive south of 
Moscow. One is that the 
authorities have smashed an eight- 
strong Satanist cult, composed mainly 
of teenagers, which performed at least 
two ritual human sacrifices in the most 
gruesome circumstances. 

The other, no less horrific, that a 
Russian version of the hysterical New 
England Salem trials is destroying the 
lives of many innocent townspeople. 

Last week, the “Satan ists", accused 
by the local chief prosecutor, Galina 
Zhiliniskaya, of slaughtering their vic- 
tims and drinking their blood, were 
sentenced to terms of up to nine and 
half years in prison. 

But according to relatives of the 
accused, their lawyers and local jour- 
nalists. what began as a provincial 
farce has turned into the hideous 
inquisitorial persecution of eight inno- 
cent people whose confessions, 
extracted under torture, are the only 
evidence against them. 

The youngest of the accused. Alexei 
Gurkin, was barely 1 5 when lie is said 
to have drunk die fresh blood of a 
human sacrifice. His mother Tatyana, 
who supports her remaining children 
on a few pounds a month, was dis- 
traught with worry about her son, who 
was arrested 19 months ago and held 
without bail. 

"1 can’t come to terms with this," 
she said. "They took my child away." In 


April 1 997 the corpse of a middle-aged 
local man, Zarif Sibagatulin, was found 
by the railway Line on the edge of 
Severo Zadonsk. He had on shards of 
broken glass and his throat was cut. 
After a post mortem and an investiga- 
tion in which Ms Zhiliniskaya took 
part, the police concluded that 
Sibagatulin had committed suicide, 
and prepared to close the case. 

Two months later the body of Gleb 
Lebedev, a local 17-year-old. was 
found about a mile away. Like 
Sibagatulin, he had his throat cut,^^ 
one of his ears had been cut 
and he had been savagely beaten V 
with a hammer. V 

The police arrested two teenagers, ' 
Artyom Zabrodsky and Ivan Kuratov, 
on suspicion of carrying out the mur- 
der. As a result of something they said, 
it is still not dear what, the prosecutor 
became convinced that a Satanic sect 
was at work, and that they had kilted 
both victims as religious sacrifices. 

After interrogating the two sus- 
pects, the police arrested four of their 
friends, together with a 72-year-old 
woman, Zinaida Kuzina, the alleged 
Satanist ringleader, and her son, Valery. 
All eight received iongjail sentences of 
up to nine and a half years for “murder 
on the grounds of religious hatred". 

Ms Zhiliniskaya's case rests almost 
entirely on the confessions of four of 
the teenagers, who recanted during 
the trial, saying they had been tortured 
and threatened by the police. 

According to the confessions 
extracted by the court, Sibagatulin was 


lured by the sect into Kuzina's house, 
not far from where the body was 
Found.

MARS: UP CLOSE 
AND IMPERSONAL 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP!) — For the first time, n 
Earthlings are getting a bird's eye view of ii 
mysterious Mars. a 

The candid, dosc-up images of the Red Q 
Planet that has long mystified humans were c 
taken by the Mars Global Surveyor spacecraft 
as it shrank its orbit toward the final map- ^ 
ping phase reached this month. They show n 
Mars is more Earth-like than had been g 
thought, complete with wind-swept sand j 
dunes and puteutially active volcanoes. 2 

The startling revelations come in four ^ 
reports in the British journal Nature 
authored by teams of investigators who ^ 
meticulously analyzed every nook and cran- 
ny in the extraordinary pictures from space. ‘ 
Surveyor, which entered Mais's orbit in 1 
September 1997, now takes 1 Ifl minutes 10 * 

circle the planet. The Mars Orbiter Camera 
on board takes images of the surface with a 1 
resolution as much as 50 times greater than I 
the previously available pictures taken by 1 
the Viking spacecraft more than two decades 
ago. 

Alfred McEwen of the University of 
Arizona. Tucson, and colleagues looked at 
the sedimentation of rocks in the 4.000-kilo- 
meter (some 2, 500-mile) long Valles 
Marineris canyon system. They did not find 
what they expected; instead of impact-gen- 
erated disorder, the new pictures show hori- 
zontal layers extending deep - at least 8 km 
(nearly 5 miles) - into the canyons of Mars. 

This is a near-sure sign of voluminous vol- 
canic activity for perhaps the first billion 
years of Mars’s history, continuing pasr the 
end of the heaviest bombardment of solar 
system formation, between 3.5 billion and 
4.3 billion years ago. 

“The structure and composition of the lay- 
ers suggest that volcanism played a far 
■ greater role in the early Martian geology 
than previously believed," the scientists 
reported. 

The volcanism might have continually 
resupplied the Martian atmosphere with car- 
bon dioxide that sustained its warm and wet 
early climate, said McEwen, director of the 
Planetary Image Research Lab at the UA 
Lunar and Planetary Laboratory. 

William Hartmann of the Planetary Science 
Institute in TUcson, Arlz., and his team used 
high-resolution images to produce detailed 
mapping of the age or different regions of 
the Martian surface. The results indicate a 
wide range of surface ages, with one region 
- the lava flows within the caldera of Arsia 
Mons, one of the great shield volcanoes of 
the Tharsis plateau - possibly no older than 
40 million to 100 million years. 

“Volcanisni appear? to be a continuing 
process on Mars,” Hartmann said. 

Michael Malin of Malin Space Science 
Systems in San Diego and Michael Corr of the 
U.S. Geological Survey in Menlo Park, Calif- 
focused on the valleys of Mars, which appar- 
ently bear the imprints of past groundwater 
or ice. 

In the fourth report. Peter Thoma? of 
Cornell University in Ithaca, N.Y.. and fellow 
Mars watchers took a close-up look oT dune 
■ fields on the Red Planet. These (mages p6r* 

' tray light-colored dunes and dark-cplored 


mantles, indicating weathering played a role 
in breaking down the surface materials. It 
appears wind on Mars differs little from wind 
on Earth, segregating materials by size and 
composition. 

The painstaking piecing together of the 
Martian puzzle by all Lhese teams reveals a 
never-bofore-seen view of the physical 
attributes of the planet that lias been ignit- 
ing humans’ imagination for centuries, Maria 
Zuber of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology in Cambridge said in an accom- 
panying News and Views article. 

The space camera captured evidence of 
chasm walls of dark and bright banding, 
respectively representing steep cliffs and 
dust-coveted shallower slopes. 

“That these layers remain intact shows 
they were deposited after the end of the 
heavy bombardment phase ill solar system 
formation," McEwen said. 

The scientists estimate that 10 times more 
lava than previously thought erupted over 
Mars during 4 billion years of its geologic 
history - enough to cover an area the size of 
the United States to a depth of G. 4 km (4 
miles), McEwen said. 

"We conclude that volcanism on early Mars 
has probably been much more extensive that 
previously documented, find it must have 
affected the cl i male and near-surface envi- 
ronment," the team wrote. 

Thomas said his team’s analysis of hun- 
dreds of high-rcsolutlon pictures of the 
Martian surface showed weathering and 
winds create land forms, especially sand 
dunes, remarkably similar to those in some 
of Earth's deserts. 

"Newly identified smaller, bright sand 
dunes might be formed of sulphates, possi- 
bly gypsum," he said. 

"These dune fields, which are a few miles 
across, appear bright in photographs 
because of. the way in which the sand parti- 
cles reflect light. The much larger dark dune 
fields, up to tens of miles across, are most 
likely made of grains eroded from lava 
flows." 

During certain wind-prone seasons, these 
sand particles are blown to numerous areas 
across the dry planet. 

"We can see from the high resolution that 
the winds are sorting these different parti- 
cles out, and they haven't been homoge- 
1 nized with the rest of the planetary dust, in 
one picture we can actually see the bright 
1 stuff blowing off the dunes," said Thomas, 
Senior researcher at Cornell's Center for 
! Radiophysics and Space Research. 

"An observer standing amid the sand 
^ dunes would be sand blasted at particular 
seasons of the year as the winds -moving 
] through the thin Martian atmosphere whip 
r the particles along at tremendous velocity. 

But at other seasons of the Martian year 
I there would be nothing blowing at all." 
v . As bn Earth, the winds are selective in the 
e particles they transport, by mass and compo- 
rt ‘ sition, said Joseph Veverka, Cornell profes- 
d I sor of. astronomy. : .r .
